achool poultry club was organized 
some time ago by W. I, Hargrave, 


principal of the Monitor public school, 
and as a result of the assistance given 
by the poultry branch in the way of 
supplying hatching eggs and giving 
whatever instructions required, there 
are over thirty-five pure bred blocks 


of barred Plymouth Rocks in the dist- | 


trict pwned by the children, The flocks 
vary from a dozen to fifty birds and 
Mr. Higgins reporta that they are as 
good as he can be found anywhere, 
Breeding Plymouth Rocks.

An indication of the profits to be 
made in raising poultry can be rained 
from the experience of one farmer in 
the district, John Mitchell, who start- 
ed in a small way. A year ago last 
spring Mr. Mitchell started with two 
turkey hens and one tom. The hens 
laid 110 eggs and out of this number 
of ewes ninety-four poults were 
hatched, Seventy-seven of the birds 
| were sold in the fall while the rematn- 
der were kept as breeding stock. The 
selling price for the seventy-seven 
birds was $220, While no accurate ac- 
count of the feed required was kept 
Mr. Mitchell eayw that the ectual cost 
of rearing the birds was very smal! as 
they found most of their feed on the 
range.
